Ownership or a Letter.
Under tho postal regulations of tho

United States and tho rulings of tho
highest courts a letter does not be-
long to tho person to whom it is scut
until it is delivered to him.

Tho writer has a right to reclaim
and regain possession of it, provided
ho can prove to tho satisfaction of
tho postmaster at tho office from
which it was sent, that ho was tho
writer of it.

Even after tho letter has arrived
at tho offico which is its destination,
and before it has been delivered to
the person to whom it is addressed,
it may bo recalled by the writer by
telegraph through tho mailing office.

Tho regulations of the postoffico
department of course require that
the utmost care shall bo taken by
the postmaster at tho offico of mail-
ing to ascertain that the person who
desires to withdraw tho letter is
really tho ono who is entitled to do
so, and tho postmaster is responsible
for his error if ho delivers tho letter
to an imposteror an unauthorized
person.

Tho vital principle in our political
system lies at tho bottom of -- this
matter. In this country the stato is
tho servant or agent of tho citizen
not his master. It remains merely
his agent throughout the transmis-
sion oi a letter. Tho stato may pre-
scribe regulations under which its
own servants may carry a message--!

its responsibility to him. Youth's

Abandoned Farm n lJleiilnc- -

So far as has como under our
notice, tho well known general aban-
donment of hill farms in New Eng-
land is almost universally bewailed.
Though a sentiment; of slight melan-
choly must usually attach to an
abandoned homestead, wo take a
brighter view of the, conditions, since
these are to tho advantago of the
country at large. Abandoned hill
farms especially will bo allowed to
grow up forests, and these afford
Sieir chiefest advantago to climate
when they exist in elevated situa-
tions.

In such positions they not only
serve to prevent evaporation of tho
moisture stored in tho soil from rain-
falls, but are more influential as rain
producers than in equal extent on
low lands. In such elevated position
they are generally regarded as pre-
ventives of lightning, as they servo
to quietly equalize tho electrical con-

ditions of the atmosphero and earth,
especially in the seasons of thunder-
storms. -

farms is the states' opportunity, since
they may be purchased at a low
figure, rescued from tho greed of tho
dealer in cord wood and preserved
forever to please tho eye and to im-

prove tho climato of tho country
about Practical Electricity.
